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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Due to the applicant's amendments to the claims, the previous rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) has been rendered moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 13-26, 33 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bok et 
al (Bok). Bok discloses an apparatus for processing a substrate comprising an 
enclosure or chamber (figure 7) and proximity heads 84, 85, 86 attached to a functional 
equivalent of an arm. The proximity heads have a plurality of discrete conduits for 
delivering and removing fluid to define a fluid meniscus. Conduit 3, located on the 
head, emits a vapor. The vapor is generated by a sparging technique, where a gas is 
injected into a liquid bath 4. The vapor can be IPA (col. 8 lines 19-58). In regards to 
claims 21-26, Bok already discloses all of the structural elements of the applicant's 
invention as well as use with the same chemicals, and therefore is considered to be 
capable of reducing evaporation rates as well as supplying gases of various humidities 
to the surface of a substrate. The device of Bok can treat opposite sides, or locations, 
of a substrate. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 34 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bok in 
view of Mertens et al.(Mertens). Bok does not disclose treating a topside and bottom 
side of a substrate. However, various applications and devices are known in the art that 
treat both sides of a substrate. Thus, modifying Bok, and including additional proximity 
heads to treat the top and bottom of the substrate, is considered to be an obvious 
modification. Furthermore, it requires only that previously disclosed parts be 
rearranged. Mertens shows a device in figure 2b that depicts two arms 3 having 
nozzles 4 and 5 that treat both sides of a substrate. Clearly this arrangement is known. 
It would have been obvious at the time of the invention to modify Bok, and include 
additional proximity heads in an arrangement that allows for the treatment of both sides 
of a substrate, as disclosed by Mertens. 

6. Claim 35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bok. 
Bok's disclosure does not include various elements that known to those skilled in the 
art. Such elements include process control devices (col. 6 lines 33-39). Sensors and 
control input are considered to be common process control devices. Furthermore, 
Bok's device includes a console that controls a variety of parameters, such a 
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temperature and liquid circulation. Thus, the inclusion of fluid sensors and fluid control 
are considered to be obvious modifications that are not patentably distinct features.
